—Poultry uml Cattle In Virginia—

C. S. Stanton and Floyd S. Barlow 


have returned from a trip to Virginia, 
where they made a detuiled study of 
the agriculture and markets of that 
section of the Shenandoah Valley In 
which th« city of Ilarrisonburgh Is 
thi; center. 
'J hey believe that they 


have Horured infot nation that can be 
applied to local 
conditions and that 


will further develop Otsego county, 
<"»pvclally that portion covered by the 
.Southern New York and Delaware and 
Jlud-joa tuntp'iuy. 


Thl« was a trip planned by Mr. Stan- 


ton la his pohitlon as 1'romotlon man- 
a«c r i'f t'lu .Southern New York Kail- 
v> o •'""' i'ower corporation. Through 
JudK" Kobert if. t>uet> of New York 
and llartwlck, Jlr. Stanton learned ot 
the successful operations of the Ches- 
apeake Western K. 
It., a fifty-milt 


road, that operates In the llarrjbon- 
burgh section. 
He Immediately saw 


that tho condtior.s under which tho 
Chesapeake Western and the South- 
ern New York were operating, were 
parallel, so he secured tho consent of 
the Farm Bureau to take Mr. Harlow 
with him and they made the investi- 
gation together. 


Tho section in question is In Rock- 


ingham county, one of the best agri- 
cultural counties of Virginia. Its ro- 
tation of crops, covers a period of IHe 
years and consists of dent corn, which 
is either husked or put in the silo, 
followed by wheat two years nnd hay 
two years. 
Beef 
cattle, which are 


pastured in the mountain country of 
U est Virginia, are giowa an.' fattened. 
Hof{8, dairy cattle and poultr; consti- 
tute an Important Incliibtiy. 
It was 


stated by County Agent Charles * "am- 
pler, that beef 
cattle and hogs arc 


kept in about tho bame numbers as in 
former years, but that dairy cattle 
and poultry interests are growing tre- 
mendously. 
The Otsego 
Investigators believe 


that this southland county could be- 
come a market for Otiego liolsteins 
and Guernsey cattle and that Otsogo 
farmers might well learn a lesson in 
poultry husbandry from practices in 
vogue there. 


The farms of Rockingham county 


are small, averaging probaLly 
not 


more than 6G to 775 acres and each 
one has a flock of from 150 to 500 
hens. Few farms are without a work- 
ing flock, yet there are no large llocks 
or specialized 
poultrymen 
who do 


nothing else. The Rockingham agent 
who accompanied the men whi\ mak- 
ing their investigations, 
stated that 


the farmer whom they visited 
had 


730 hens owned the largest flock oC 
which he knew. 


Tho 
Industry is 
conducted very 
much the same as here, with two im- 
portant differences, viz. that practic- 
ally all chickens are hatched in cus- 
tom hatcheries and the products, both 
eggs and poultry, are sold to produce 
houses In Ilarrisonburgh, instead of 
commission houses in Ne"" York. The 
latter fact has been largely responsible 
for the tremendous development of 
the business during the last ten years. 


An idea of the present size of the 


business, can bo secured from the fact 
that nino couatom hatcheries are In 
operation, tho smallest o£ which has 
an 18,000 egg capacity and the larg- 
est, 61,000. One operator who has a 
21,000 eprg capacity, has already prom- 
ised to take 39,200 eggs to hatch in 
1023 
and has also promised to supply 


2,500 chicks to one custrrner. Harris- 
onburgh has throe 
produce houses, 


one, known as tho City P.oc'uce Co., is 
the largest east 
of the Mississippi. 


This firm handled 1% million dollars 
worth ot poultry and eggs in 1320 and 


million dollars 
worth in 1921. 


Feed for fattening fowls last year was 
purchased to tho amount ot $25,000. 
On April 15, thirty cars of eggs had 
been placed In "fctorago and tbo week 
previous to that date, 13,200 hens were 
purchased. During the height of the 
season, tho firm employes 110 people.

Within the short period of seven years the submarine and wireless telephone hav« Advanced rapidly 


toward tlie pinnacle of perfection. In 1915 the United States Navy started to equip its *ubmarlm>s with 
the'radiophone, and this country was again the predecessor over other Powers. While the radio proved ot 
vast Importance, it was at tines a great hindrance to the undersea cralt. The masts which carried th« 
antenna had to be taken down when the vessel submerged. Authorities were not disheartened, however, 
and at once bes-in improving the apparatus. As a result, the United States Navy has now perfected a wire- 
less telephone for Its submarines. This picture shows the S-49, a submarine of the 1922 class, which car- 
ries Its antenna In a position that permits complete submersion In forty seconds.
